In response to the Office Action dated December 31 . 2002, please reconsider the 

above-identified application in view of the following remarks. 
Claims 1 and 3-20 are pending in this application. 

In the Advisory Action mailed on April 14, 2003, the Examiner alleged that the 
amendment to the specification, "appears to introduce new matter into the specification 
as it appears that the specification, as originally filed, did not provide support for the 
number of driving cycles being at '600,000 cycles'. Applicant respectfully disagrees. 

The paragraph bridging pages 12 and 13 of the specification, as originally filed, 
deariy and specifically provides support for the number of driving cycles being at 
600,000 cycles. Partlculariy, lines 2 and 5 of the paragraph bridging pages 12 and 13 of 
the specification, as originally filed, disclose "600,000 cycles." Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the amendment to the specification does NOT Introduce new 
matter Into th specification, and that 600,000 driving cycles is cleariy supported by the 
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specification, as originally filed. 

In view of the foregoing Remarks and the Amendment filed on April 2, 2003, 
Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 1 and 14 are allowable over the prior art for 
the reasons described above. Claims 3-13 and 15-20 are dependent upon claims 1 and 
14, respectively, and are therefore allov^ble for at least the reasons that claims 1 and 
14 are allowable. 

In view of the foregoing Remarks and the Amendment filed on April 2, 2003, 
Applicant respectfully submits that this Application is in condition for allowance. 
Favorable consideration and prompt allowance are respectfully solicited.
